Gkeat Britain. — Week ended June 8, 1912. 

England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 95 great towns 
correspond to an annual rate of 12.4 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 17,639,816. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 18 principal towns correspond 
to an annual rate of 15.5 per 1,000 of the population, which is esti- 
mated at 2,182,400. The lowest rate, Clydebank, viz, 5.2, and the 
highest at Greenock, viz, 24.7 per 1,000. The total number of all 
deaths from all causes was 648, including diphtheria 5, measles 33, 
scarlet fever 5, typhoid fever 2. 

Malta.— Month of May, 1912. Population 215,332. Total num- 
ber of deaths from all causes 337, including diphtheria 1, measles 3, 
tuberculosis 12. Cases reported: Diphtheria 5, measles 39, scarlet 
fever 3, tuberculosis 30, typhoid fever 5. 

New Zealand. — Month of April, 1912. 

Auckland. — Population, 104,728. Total number of deaths 69, 
including diphtheria 2, tuberculosis 6, typhoid fever 1.
